The preposterous nature of the claims of he 
mperor of China to wolversat avzerainty 
and the contempt with which it bas been the 
custom of the alleged “Son of Heayen "and his 
offensive; corrupt and unjastifiatily’ conceited 
Supreme Coonctilors to freat tho a 
representatives of alithe really Gueat P 
of the world has never appeared more ludicr 
than at the present time, when the once 
desplsed Japanese aimics, afier a series of
